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A DAY FOR FAVORITES. 



The rain worked wonders at Washington Park, 
•everything looking as bright as a new silver 
dollar, and the soil of the track being nicely 
loosened up, a boon to sore toed horses, which 
however packed up somewhat, the time made 
showing the course to be two seconds slow to 
the mile. 

In the first race Our Gertie, off in front was 
not headed and won pulling up. Tenole was 
rsecond the first furlong, and then St. Alfonses 
D. took place honors and there remained. 
Hohenzollern, from the rear position up the 
hack stretch, gradually caught up and ran 
third. Dr. Sharp made a little brush at the 
half mile ground, but quickly fell away. 

Nathanson, so wonderfully improved that 15 
to 20 was his best price, was ridden by Clawson 
in the second race in like manner to Our Gertie, 
and the result could not be mistaken after a 
<juarter had been run. Cutter won the place by 
many lengths, and Muskalonge, driving, beat 
Dew Hopper for third money. 

Clawson, for the third consecutive time of the 
won on the favorite. Our Gertie and 
Nathanson won well in hand, but now Floronso 
almost pulled the boy out of the saddle. Afa- 
mada was indulged with the lead for three- 
<)uarters. Topmast, running last, came to Afa* 
mada at the final furlong, and beat her easily. 
Indra showed nothing. 

Clawson added a fourth to his string of vic- 
tories by shooting Toluca to the lead and win- 
ning looking around. The Kentuckian showed 
second for a time, then Ailyar took his place; 
but on the upper turn Toluca ran right away 
from the others and left nothing for the onlook- 
ers but the contest for place. Canace led the 
bunch by two lengths at the last furlong, but 
here McDowell’s pair got up to fourth and fifth 
positions, and Spirituelle, running like a scared 
deer, got home in second position, Canace fin- 
ishing third. Santello was scratched by the 
judges just before the race, Owner Speirs care- 
lessly overlooking payment of some forfeits re- 
cently lodged against him. 

Jockey McNickle “played the devil” on the 
horse of that name, and at another trial would 
probably keep right on instead of stopping to 
look around and so lose the race. Bellicose, 
out in front, was passed at the quarter by The 
Devil, who ran in the lead until close to the 
wire, and was there beaten by Azucena. The 
latter had made play at the upper turn but 
could get no nearer than three lengths to The 
Devil at the last eighth post, although Burns 
had been working on the favorite ever since he 
turned the bend. McNickle now looked around 
and The Devil loafed along, so that at the last 
sixteenth the horses were lapped. Now the in- 
experienced jockey, finding his sugar turning 
to vinegar, went to the whip and The Devil 
didn’t appear to relish being started up so 
quickly and Azucena’s number went up. The 
Tarcoon finished third. 

John Bright, a stake horse in with a bad lot, 
opened at 3 to 5 for the last race. “You cannot 
give him away,” sung the bookmaker and raised 
the odds to even money. The favorite showed 
^^jL^rout leaving the post, but Everett placed 
him, “bobbing” behind Melter who led to the 
last eighth where Everett let go and John 
Bright “rolled in.” Meddler third, was always 
lengths ahead of Midian. 

Harry Kuhl has resigned his position as Clerk 
of the scales at Washington Park, the better to 
discharge his duties as secretary of the Chicago 
Racing Association. He says that everything 
is in readiness for racing at Hawthorne and 
that all the storm sheds were removed two 
weeks ago. 

Langford, the California turf co rrespon dent, 



had his camera working on the groups stand- 
ing on the bleaching boards. 

Jim Moore was out, and so was the convales- 
cent Charley Walters. 

General W. H. Jackson, again at the track in 
company with his young friend W. I. Cherry, 
bought California for $1,000 and Beulah F for 
$250 for broodmares, which indicates that the 
great breeder is still willing to pay high prices 
for the right kind of stock. 

“Tully” Coulter “joshed” B. J. Johnston with 
“I got out of the racing business before you 
did.” The auctioneer had first disposed of Coul- 
ter’s horses. At Harlem thirty days ago John- 
ston offered to sell in a bunch for $9,000 Paul 
Griggs, David Tenny, Candleblack, Floronso 
and Serena. 

W. A. Pinkerton was heard to say: “I wish 
I had bought Uarda.” 

On their way to the races via the “Alley L” 
Judges Pettingill and Kelsey were shifted from 
one side of the car to the other by the blowing 
out of a circuit breaker. No damange was 
done, although the train stopped for a moment. 

Dan A. Stuart, the prize fight promoter, was 
interested. 

Bob Bagley’s trotting horse education assert- 
ing itself, this well-known racegoer feathered 
his nest in the first three races. 

Captain J. H. Farrell took a day off from 
politics. 

W. P. Magrane, formerly owner of a big racing 
stable, showed up. 

The Last, being discovered with a slight 
lameness, his sale was invalidated, and the 
horse returned to B. J. Johnston, who still has 
at Harlem five head of horses he wishes to 
dispose of. 

Meddler was given only three chances by the 
judges, but got away the first time the horses 
lined up. 

P. P. Pomeroy, clerk of the scales at Harlem, 
will most likely fill the unexpired term of 
Harry Kuhl. 



BELLE MEADE’S OWNER. 



General W. H. Jackson, the most picturesque 
figure in the racing world, arrived from Nash- 
ville on his way to Mackinac, where, in com- 
pany with his daughter he will sojourn for 
some week, then take a steamer for a trip 
through the lower lakes to Buffalo, N. Y. 

The great breeder of thoroughbred horses and 
cattle IS of a personality most striking. A man 
over sixty years of age. he is as sturdy as an oak 
and about his shaggy eyebrows and seamed fea- 
tures lurks a robustness of mind quite in keeping 
with his splendid physique. The general, too, 
in voice, smile and manner betrays beneath the 
civility of a gentleman of the old school traces 
of that which causes a man to be called a “good 
fellow” and one can easily imagine that the 
proud possession of the Belle Meade farm might 
be the re-incarnation of that solid old burger 
present to the mind of the painter of the mid- 
dle ages when he portrays an ideal scene of 
right royal comfort, as the old cronies of the 
village assemble of an evening at the tavern 
there to discuss the vintage of the year, taste 
the juice of the grape and watch the smoke of 
the long pipes ascending to the rafters, groan- 
ing with everything good for the stomach of 
mankind. 

A “lord of the manor” may with truth bo 
styled a man who lives on the finest farm east 
of the Rocky Mountains. Belle Meade has 5,500 
acres, and hill and valley, stream and ravine 
afford facilities for raising everything that man 
or beast may need. In his stately mansion, sur- 
rounded by his family. General Jackson can 
well say, “I would trade places with no king on 
earth.” Here in this homo, surrounded by 



grand trees, lovely flowers and pastures, second 
to none on the face of the globe, the recollec- 
tions of generations crowd the memory, for 
General Harding, Mrs. Jackson’s father, re- 
ceived the place by grant from the government, 
and throe generations have here first seen the 
light of day. 

But it is as a breeder and judge of the thor- 
oughbred racehorse that this contented, happy 
old soldier is now before the pnblic, so listen to 
what ho had to say as he chatted with his young 
fellow- townsman, W. I. Cherry, in the paddock 
at Washington Park. 

“We had an unusually good sale this year 
considering the war times, and the forty head 
of horses sold off the place averaged $500, the 
largest of the year, number considered, and 
there were several fillies in the lot, and you 
know they lower the average price somewhat. 
Bob Rose bought one filly, however for $1,600 
because she is a full sister of a colt 1 predict 
will later on lower the colors of Jean Beraud, 
until now considered the best of the year. 
Rogers & Rose’s colt is by name Lothario, and 
he is by Longstreet out of Brunette, the dam 
of G. W. Johnson and Huron. I tell you he is a 
grand looking fellow, much superior in type to 
Jean Beraud, who is a stocky kind of Bonnie 
Scotland made hoise. 

“Now, of the western two-year-olds, there is 
no question but what W. Overton is the best. 
But when one is talking of race horses there is 
only one. His name is Hamburg and I never 
saw so great a horse. He is constructed on the 
pattern of the winners of the Epsom Derby, 
lengthy, with a round barrel and plenty of room 
under him. Why, he does not seem to touch the 
ground, and, for all the world like Tammany 
and Longfellow, seems to skim thiough the air. 

Have I seen him run? Surely I have. I saw 
him win over the 1 5-8 miles of the Realization 
course. What a day that was I Mephistopheles 
himself had taken it into his head to grace the 
occasion and there he was with his jagged 
flashes of lightning and his peals of ttiunder. 
Old Box eas was another of the judges, and he 
sent in such blasts as one would think capable 
of blowing us all to glory. Then Neptune took 
a hand and overflowed the course. Yet nothing 
seemed to fit better that grand racehorse Ham- 
burg, than all this turmoil, storm and mud. 
He set a killing pace from the start, quite ran 
all the other horses off' their legs and won away 
off, being stopped ten yards past the winning 
p(>st.” 

“On October 13, 14, 15, at Belle Meade, I shall 
sell thirty-five yearlings, forty weanlings and 
seventy-three fine brood mares, among these 
being a sister of Hamburg’s dam, Tulla Black- 
burn and Fairy, the dam of a colt sold in New 
York this spring for $2,000. There will also be 
disposed of thirty fine Shetland ponies and a 
whole lot of Jersey heifers. Oh 1 there they go to 
the post. The old feeling comes over me. Let 
us go and see the horses run.” 

RACING AT TWO TRACKS. 

Next Monday racing will open at the Haw- 
thorne and Harlem tracks. The situation is 
one that all who care for racing for racing’s 
sake will deeply deplore. It is fraught with 
consequences sure to bring ill to the sport. 
But it is a situation that exists and it will be 
Daily Racing Form’s province to accurately 
and impartially report the transactions and 
results at each track. This it will do.

TURF JUSTICE. 

While the present meeting at Washington 
Park has been marked by magnificent racing 
and all the other elements that go to make up 
a highly successful meeting, there have been a 
few races marked by features that failed to 
meet the approval of the judges. In two cases 
they have arrived at decisions embodied in the 
suspensions published below and they have 
other cases under consideration. The decisions 
so far arrived at are officially stated as follows: 
“J. Coffey, together with his. horse Bernar- 
dillo, is hereby suspended from all privileges 
of the turf for the term of thirty (30) days from 
this date, July 20, 1898, for running said horse 
Bernardillo July 9 without blinkers.” 

“S. C. Wagner, his stable and jockey, L. Smith, 
are hereby suspended from all privileges of the 
turf for a period of sixty (60) days from this 
date, July 20, 1898, for the bad performance of 
his horse Croesus in the fourth race July 2, 1898.

AS TO NAMING HORSES. 



Turf Field and Farm is correctly of the opin- 
ion that a reform is due in the matter of nam- 
ing horses, and in its current issue says: 
“What’s It To You, a three-year-old gelding by 
Forester— Maggie Moore, dropped dead at La- 
tonia on J uly 9. The riddance of turf records 
from such a name is a good one, and it is a 
source of comfort that the Racing Calendar and 
Stud Book is no longer to be encumbered with 
one outlandish name. Unfortunately, however, 
there are others still in the flesh that are even 
more harrowing and repugnant. There has al- 
ways been a great lack of taste and appropriate- 
ness displayed in the naming of racehorses, but 
in the past year or two turf nomenclature has 
lapsed into ridiculous nonsense. While every 
man has the right to give a horse any name he 
may see fit, the Jockey Club would institute a 
very commendable reform in making a rule 
which would require on the part of owners the 
exercise of some common sense in christening 
horses which are to be used on the turf and 
whose names are to be used so often by the gen- 
eral public. Brevity, euphony, fitness and pro- 
nouncability should be requiied, and no name 
should be accepted and registered which does not 
possess the above requisities. Such long andun- 
pronouncable names as Huitzilopochtli, Presti- 
digitatrice. Caoutchouc, Wheel in the Head, 
Ineenamara,We Know It, Can I See ’Em, Go To 
Bed, Don’t Skip Me, and many others of like 
kind should never be accepted for registry in 
the Stud Book and Racing Calendar. Because 
an owner can pronounce some ponderous Mexi- 
can, Aztec or Irish name is no reason why he 
should torture the more unfortunate general 
public which use the names of horses with any 
such repulsive jawbreakers. There is no reason 
why, from the exercise of taste and judgment, 
suitable names could not be found. Unusual 
names and names not liable to be repeated ye 
not objectionable, but when it comes to such as 
cannot be called by the average turfman and 
breeder, there should be a limit. We have 
often called attention to the system of turf 
nomenclature, and as it is growing more and 
more nonsensical every year, there should be a 
halt called before the Stud Book, Racing Cal- 
endar and pedigrees are filled up with a lot of 
rubbish that nobody can call nor write without 
an enormous struggle with every letter and 
syllable. There should be some practical sense 
exercised In nomenclature, and if owners will 
not exercise it voluntarily, racing law should 
1 require it.”
